Society  for  the  Advancirnint  of  Christianity  in 
Pennsijlvunia. — The  annual  mteling  of  tlii.'i  Sucit  ty 
was  held  in  St.  Paul’s  Church,  in  this  city,  on  Tuesday 
evening  last.  The  s«.*rmon  before  the  Society  was 
preached  by  the  Rev.  S  A.  McCoskry,  tlie  evening 
service  being  read  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ducachet.  After 
the  sermon  the  Annual  Report  was  read  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  De  Lancly. 

*1  he  sermon  of  Mr.  McCoskry,  on  this  occasion, 
was  from  Malachi  i.  11,  in  the  consideration  of  which 
he  dwelt  ujxm  tho  promises  made  in  regard  to  the 
universal  prevalence  of  Christ’s  kingdom,  and  examin¬ 
ed  especially  into  the  causes  by  which  its  predicted 
triumphs  have  been  retarded.  Adverting  lo  the  ope¬ 
ration  of  human  instrumentality  by  which  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  God  are  lo  be  accomplished,  and  which,  in  his 
un.<xcarcliable  wisdom,  he  permits  to  inlorruiit,  or  em¬ 
ploys  to  advance  his  kingdom  on  earth,  .Mr.  M.  de¬ 
scribed  the  adverse  influence  exerted  against  it;  first, 
by  Christians,  and  secondly,  by  sinners. 

Under  the  first  head,  Mr.  M.  brought  plainly  and 
forcibly  into  view  the  obstacles  thrown  into  the  wsy 
of  the  unconverted,  by  the  conduct  of  Christians,  their 
coldness,  levity,  inconsistency,  and  uiiraitlifulness  in 
family  education  and  government.
